Nellie 
McClung 


Nellie McClung was born in 1873 in Ontario. She was 
a teacher, author, suffragette, social reformer, lecturer 
and legislator who lived in Western Canada until her 
deathin 1951. Her various careers cannot be described 
separately, as her teaching, writing and public 
speaking abilities all fuelled her desire to increase 
the rights of Canadian women. It is said that she was 
a practical and realistic leader who put words into 
political actions. She founded many organizations. 
Although she was an advocate of a broad range of 
issues, her successful leadership was applied to her 
constant causes: women’s suffrage and prohibition. 
After moving to Edmonton, Nellie continued the 
campaign for suffrage in Alberta. In 1916, the fight 
was won at the Federal level. She was one of the 
“Famous Five” who, in 1927, submitted a petition for 
the word “person” in section 24 of the British North 
America Act to include female persons. She and her 
four others compatriots, including Emily Murphy, 
won, for Canadian women, the right to vote.
